However, it is established that not 
more than 5 per cent. of the ship's 
cargo ts saved, and all mails and 
much of the cargo was looted by the 
shore pirates. Ruthlessly they went 
through the wreck, helping themselves 
to everything of value that they could 
easily carry away.

EASANT REVOLT 
IS ANARCHISTIC. 


ROUMANIAN COVERNMENT TELLS 
CAUSE OF PILLAGING. 


Premier Says Outbreak le Not of 
Arti-Semitic Nature, but le of 
Well-Defined Agrarian Character. 
Root of Trouble Is In Socialistic 
Agitation in Rusia, 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

LONDON, March 25.—That the Rou- 
manian government considers the re- 
cent trouble in Moldavia and Walla- 
chia a result of similar disturbances in 
the adjacent provinces of Russia, are 
outbreaks of Socialists and anarchists, 
and not of an anti-Jewish character, 
is evidenced by the communication 
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telegraphed by officials from Bucharest 
to London. The Premier says: 

“The grave troubles which have 
broken out in Roumania did not arise 
from any anti-Semitic feeling. “They 
are of a well-defined agrarian charac- 
ter, The peasants are devastating not 
only houses and farms of Jewish farm- 
era, but also those of Roumanian 
landed proprietors. 

“It is undeniable that these sad oc- 
currences are in part a result of the 
agitation now prevalent in Russia. es- 
pecially in Bessarabia, which borders 
on Roumania. 

“The government is taking energetic 
measures to restore order, and it hopes 
that by active military intervention 
the rioting will be suppressed. Imme- 
diately thereafter the government wil! 
introduce measures for necessary agra- 
rian reforms.” 


ATTACK /SOLDIERS. 
PEASANTS LLAGE TOWNS. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

BUCHAREST. March 23.—That the 
revolted peasants of Roumania are at 
least temporarily beyond control of 
the government forces in the field is 
amply evidenced by stories of pillag- 
ing and incendiarism coming in from 
all parts of Moldavia and Wallachia. 

There have been several serious con- 
filets between peasants and troops in 
the districts of Vaslui, where 2000 
peasants, armed with rifles and re- 
volvers, attacked a company of sol- 
diers. Troops fired several volleys, 
killing forty persons and wounding 
large numbers, but the peasants so 
greatly outhumbered them 2 were 
finally obliged to retreat. 


At the village of Teleoraman, in mond 
Alexandria district, Wallachia, peas- 
ants attacked the synagogue and 


burned forty houses. The rioters also 
completely pillaged Zimnicea, another 
village in the Alexandria district. 

The army reserve men are fraterniz- 
ing with the marauders and partici- 
pating in the work of plunder. 

Thousands of peasants surrounded 
the town of Rosiori de Vede, in the 
Alexandria district, with the intention 
of looting it if a favorable opportunity 
arises. he total number of troops 
now in Moldavia is 32.610, but further 
reinforcements are required. 

The plundering continues on a large 
scale in the Roman, Putna, Jassy and 
Botosahni districts. The peasants are 
setting fire to everything within reach, 
but flee at the appearance of troops. 

The Minister of War, Gen. Manko, 
has ordered the mobilization of four 
regiments at Jassy, where 
12,000 troops already have been con- 
artillery is encamped 


closed. It is reported that forty or 
fifiy thousand peasants are ready to 
attack the place. Copies of a mani- 
festo were distributed yesterday, ac- 
using the government of responsibil- 
ty for the recent disorders and advis- 
ing the people to take the law into 
their own hands. 


Anarchy prevails at Nanolossa, and 
the reports from that village are 
alarming. 


A bloody encounter between peasants 
and military is reported from Galatz, 
where Sunday the troops fired on the 
peasants, killing 200. 

From Vaslui it is reported that 
bands of robbers are marauding. The 
leaders of these have assumed the 
title of “general” and contribution its 
being levied from all villages and 
farms.

Austrian gendarmes at Penatzy have 
arrested some Roumanian soldiers 
who were endeavoring to sell loot.

Managers Stand Firm Await- 
ing Unionites’ Move. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


,CHICAGO, March 25.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] With the railroad officials 
declaring they positively will not grant 
further concession to the conductors 
and trainmen and the employés as 
positive in their declarations that a 
better proposition than the one made 
must be offered or they will strike, 
each side is certain that a settlement 


reached without a strike. 

The railway officials place their hope 
on the probability of the officers of the 
two big unions backing down and 
characterize their attitude as one of 
“bluff.” while the employés are posi- 
tive that the General Managers’ Com- 
mittee will, when it meets, make con- 
cessions that will be acceptable to the 
employés. 

The entire matter seerns to lie in the 
hands of one man, P. H. Morrissey, 
grand chief of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen. If he says “strike” 
he can depend upon the men of his 
organization to back him. Associated 
vith him is Grand Master Garrettson 
of the Order of Railway Trainmen, and 
Ordef of Railway Conductors, but 
Morrissey is the man whom the rail- 
way managers ae: upon as the real 
dictator. 

According to nn: strike vote among 
the 50,000 men affected they place the 
entire matter of a settlement in the | 
hands of their leaders. The ballot 
which they voted reads, shall a strike 
be called in case a settlement is not 
reached?” instead of a ‘flat rejection 
of the proposition of the 10 per cent. 
increase offer by the managers, as was 
given out oy some of the union offi- 
cials. 

This leaves a loophole through which 
Morrissey and Garrettson may escape 
from a bai situation if they can not 
get the managers to grant further con- 
cessions, They can, under the wording 
of the ballot, make a settlement on the 
terms already offered by the railway 
managers.

Telephone Company. Detweller has not 
yet been apprehended.

DETWEILER IS EN ROUTE.

TOLEDO (O.) March 25.—{Exclusive

Uely rumors that the prosecution 
has ulterior motives in its action and 
inquiry are met by Heney with 
Straightforward replies that appear to 
satisfy the questioners. * 

A rumor has grown current that the 
investigation is being conducted for 
political effect, and that certain cap- 
italists aim to secure control of fran- 
chises that the Board of Supervisors 
may be induced to revoke. Heney was 
told this. 

“There is absolutely no political 
motive involved im this investigation,“ 
replied Heney. “Rudolph Spreckels 
and myself started it. He has mo 
franchise to ask, and would not ac- 
cept any privileges. and he is not seek- 
ing the overthrow of labor organiza- 
tions. 

“When this investigation started it 
was free of political purpose, has been 
so up to the present time, and we shall 
keep it so until every matter is thor- 
oughly investigated. We are thor- 
oughly satisfied with the work so far 
accomplished. How long it will be 
before we have completed our work 
cannot readily be estimated, as an in- 
vestigation of this kind opens up end- 
less avenues and the ramifications are 
innumerable. 

“Every effort’ is being made by the 
defense to becloud the matters in- 
volved, to create false impressions in 
the public mind, to asperse the inten- 
tions of the prosecutors and to en- 
deavor in every way to cneck and 
thwart the cleaning out and reforma- 
tion of the municipal government by 
aligning public sentiment against us. 
We shall continue steadily along, how- 
ever, not to be swerved by any obsta- 
cles thrown In our way, and shall ac- 
complish permanent good. 

“There is one important matter in 
which we are handicapped, and that is 
the publicity that is being given our 
most secret proceedings.

WASHINGTON, (Db. c March 24— 
The President's plans for the enlarge- 
ment and reorganization of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission is as big 
if not the biggest task ever undertaken 
by the Roosevelt administration. The 
present Commission is without doubt 
the weakest and most ineffective of any 
of the great departments of the govern- 
ment. Recent legisiation has vastly in- 
creased the power and scope of the 
transportation commission. 

The legislation in the next Congress 
will add many new duties. 

It is an open secret that the President 
intends to urge the passage of laws 
which will give to this commission 
practical supervision of railway ac- 
counts, control of their financial ar- 
rangements and additional power to 
fix rates. This means the supervision 
of a business amounting to two thous 
and million dollars a year. e 
ury Department, which is the greatest 
financial administration in the world, 
superintends the collection and dis- 
burseement of a little over one thousand 
million dollars a year. 

These broad comparisons give some- 
thing of an indication of the magnitude 
of the work which will be turned over 
t the department which will be de- 
veloped to take up the duties now 
fecbly administered by the present 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
President Roosevelt knows better than 
anx one else that the first legislation 
under his direction regarding railroads 
vas only a beginning. He knew that 
pewers were being given to an execu- 
tive department which. was inadequate. 
Its organization is insufficient. It is be- 
hind in its work and has no chance of 
catching up. But it was a beginning. 
ith rare patience he was willing to 
wait for others to see necessities which 
were clear to him then. 

Now the railroad people are surrender- 
ing mainly because they are willing to 
have in the hands of the government 
a supervision which is being rap!Siy 
assumed by the States. This will give 
a uniformity and stability which the 
several States,. acting independently 
would not assure. Out of this, the rail- 
road owners say, will grow a public 
confidence which will result in invest- 
ments in railroad securities. Now the 
people are afraid. Government la- 
tion will have a tendency to reé@stabliah 
at hoe and abroad confidence in the 
property value of American railway 
shares. 

This evolution is being slowly worked 
cut by the President and his advisors. 
The biggest advance yet made will 
take place in the next Congress. Next 
to passing the necessary laws for the 
supervision of accounts and finances, 
and the regulation of rates will come 
the creation of organized executive 
power to carry these laws into effect. 
It means branches with large office 
forces and competent heads in many 
parts of the United States. It means 
an organization as effective as the cus- 
toms collection service. The govern- 
ment will actually assume general con- 
trol of interstate commerce and it will 
require a vast machinery. It is the big- 
gert job President Roosevelt ever un- 
dertook.

Ah Tin says when he entered the 
shacks he found his clothing scattered 
all over the place. Everything in his 
house was in disorder. 

In the middle of the floor he found 
his canvas traveling bag, in which he 
kept money. It had been slashed open. 
His money was gone—about 335. 

The white people saw him come 
rushing out, yelling with excitement. 
He could hardly speak for his wild 
agitation. In his hand was a piece of 
half-burned candle. 

“Five minutes more and I would 
have been blown up.“ he said, in 
broken English. He could not find 
words to explain very well. He made 
signs and tried to tell them it was 
dynamite. 

As nearly as can be learned from 
him, he found a section of iron pipe 
— a lighted candle stuck in one 
end. 
The pipe was filled wich powder— 
according to the Chinaman's account. 
Shrapnel is made on this same prin- 
ciple. 

It is supposed that the thieves gave 
the thing a long fuse so the China- 
man would have time to get home 
from the fields and be on hand for the 
explosion. The idea was supposedly 
to cast suspicion on the Chinese them- 
selves and to conceal the fact of the 
theft.

MYSTERIOUS DYING BOY GIVES 
SIGNS TO NURSE. 


Makes Motions to Indicate That 
Woman Beat Him, but Distorted 
Memory May Be Responsible. 
Nothing but Guessing to ‘Be Had, 
Apparently, About Strange Case. 


Still sunk in stupor, his breath com- 
ing short and sharp, with how and 
then a smothered cry like the echo of 
a scream, Leuis Staffer lives on, 
though given up by the doctors three 
days ago. Once he has crawled out of 
his bed and grouped toward the little 
window of his room. He seemed to see 


the light. 
Twice he has beeen conscious, and 
once he spoke, but only to cry out, in 


sudden, comprehending agony: 

„Mamma, isn’t. it awful? 
blind!“ 

Again, a nurse bent over him and 
lifted his eyelids. The eyes were fixed 
and staring as before, but showed a 
gleam of intelligence, and she spoke 
to him, asking if he could hear what 
she said. He gave no sign in response,

| mained in the staring put unseeing 
eyes. 

“If you can hear me, Louis, raise 
your hand,“ directed the nurse. One 
thin hand quivered, and then rose a 
few inches above the white coveriet 
on which it had lain, 7 

Did some one strike you?” At the 
quéstion thé fingers writhed and 
clawed at the coverlet, and then the 
hand was raised again, hesitantly. 
The darkened mind seemed scarcely to 
know. 

Was it Matt or Wesley?” The hand 
clutched the bedspread again, but aM 
not rise.

He 
lived with his father and stepmother 
at No. 212 Boyd street. The boys who 
misled him, finding him a pliable tool 
in their hands. lived on the same 
street. To save him from their influ- 
ence his parents twice had him placed 
in the Detention Home. From there he 
was released on Saturday, March 16, 
the last time. 

Sunday he was allowed to go to a 
matinée with his brother, and on tae 
way he was called aside by one of the 
boys whom he has said have hounded 
him. When he returned to his brother 
he said to him: “It’s no use; tney’re 
making it too hot for me, and I'm go- 
ing to leave town.”

MOST IMPORTANT OF 
ALL THE NEW LAWS. 


Governor Signs Tax Reform Amend- 
ment—Corporations to Pay Reve- 
nue to State, Not Counties—Lifts 
Load From Real Estate. 


‘Ex 

1 N signing the act submitting a Con- 

stitutional amendment pertaining 

the separation of State from loca) 
tuxation, Gov. Gillett has paved the 
way for a sweeping change in the 
method of garnering public revenues. 
The addption of the amendment was 
the most important act of the recent 
session of the Legislature. 
It touches upon a question that vital- 
ly. interests every taxpayer. It “hits 
the pocket” of every proprety owner, 
Jindividual or corporate. By ballot on 
the amendment at the next general 
election, the voters will decide whether 


or not they desire a change from the 


present stem of taxation. It is be- 
loved they will vote for the change. 
Practical home rule for every county 
is promised as one of the results of the 
preposed reform in the tax laws. Home 
revenues for home uses is another. It 
is said the tax rate will be reduced very 
materially. Under the 8 change 
it is asserted that the taxpayers of 
Los Angeles county — save nearly 
30 cents on every $100 of assessed valu- 
ation, reckoned on the tax rate of 1905, 
when the State rate was 49 cents. 


PLAN HAS STOOD TEST. 


The plant is not a new one in the 
United States. Pennsylvania has not 
taxed its real estate, for State pur- 
poses, for many years. 
a system of separation in effect. 
tial separation exists in Connecticut, 
Ohio, Minnesota and other States. 

Adoption of the scheme may lessen 
the activity of the railroads and some 
other corporations in local politics. It 
win not take them out of the game, 
however. 

TO THE STATE ONLY. 

All the big corporations, it is pro- 
posed, shall pay taxes only to the State. 
to he used for State purposes. Thy 
| corporations that will pay tribute to 
the State alone include steam railroads, 
city and interurban electric roads, ex- 
press, telephone, telegraph, gas, elec- 
tric, sleeping car, dining car, refrigera- 
tor car, and insuance companies. 
banks and trust companies, and sav- 
ings. and loan societies. 

The taxes paid to the State by such 
corporations are to be upon their 
franchises, roadways, row&ibeds, rails, 
rolling stock, poles, wires, canals, 
rights of way ahd other property used 
in the operation of their business 
within ‘the State. These taxes are to 
de in lieu of all other taxes and li- 
censes, State, county and municipal, 
except that it does not affect the pay- 
ment for speciel privileges, or fran- 
chises granted by municipalities. 

TAX ON GROSS EARNINGS. 

These -taxes will be levied on the 
gross earnings of the corporations. 
ranging from 1 to 4 per cent. on each 
class, the railroads paying the highest 
figure. Banks would be taxed on the 
book value of their capital stock. They 
would continue to pay local tax on 
their real estate and mortgages. All 
corporations not previously named 
would pay to the State a rate of 1 per 
cent. of the assessed value of all cor- 
porate franchises of whatever sort, 
not covered by t s previously men- 
tioned, the valuation to be made by 
the State Board of Equalization. This 
tax would be in lieu of local taxes 
those franchises. 

One of the important changes pro- 

dis that the State Board of 
Equalization, beginning in 1910, shall 
be elected at large. Now the four 
members of this board are elected 
f as many i districts. Under 
this. plan, it is belleved the South- 
ern Pacific would not have this board 
under its thumb so completely as at 
the present time, and as it hag been 
for yeara. 

Only. four counties of the State, it is 
figured, will lose by the change in 
system, through which a portion of the 
assessed valuation will be taken away 
by given the State the taxes on cor- 
porate property and leaving to the 
cities and counties® the asssessment 
and taxation of real and personal 
property. The losing counties are San 
Bernardino, Yuba, Placer and Ven- 
tura. The loss of the latter will be 
almost nothing. That of San Bernar- 
dino will be the greatest because of 
the great mileage of railroad lines 
within its borders. 3 

FOR COMMON GOOD. 

But it is argued that these counties 
have been deriving too large a portion 
of their revenues from the big corpora- 
tions, while the Commission on Reve- 
nue and Taxation, which prepared the 
amendment, under the expert advice 
of Prof. Carl C. Plehn of the Univer- 
sity of California, states in its repoft 
that the great gain to the fifty-three 
other counties of the State justify the 
adoption of the new system. 

Among the benefits that will accrue 
to the taxpayers is the removal of the 
burden of direct State taxation from 
real estate, saving the owners thereof 
at least $4,000,000 annually. It will 
abolish the necessity for equalization 
between counties, for there will be 
nothing in common among these com- 
munities so far as taxation is con- 
cerned. 

In arguing for ehange in the system, 
the commission states that the taxes 
paid by farmers equal an income tax 
of 10 per cent., while those paid by 
manufacturers, for instance, amount 
to only 2 per cent. on their income. 
Persons engaged in agriculture, it is 
noted, pay an average of $50 a year in 
taxes, with an average annual income 
of $500. Manufacturers with an aver- 
age annual income of $870 pay an aver- 
age of $17.50 a year in taxes. 

BURDEN ON REAL ESTATE. 

The principal tax, called a general 


than a real estate tax in the fifty-year 
evolution of the existing system. Of 
the entire tax levy, only from 15 to 18 
per cent. is levied on personal prop- 
erty. Yet it is pointed out that the 
relative value of personal to real prop- 
erty is far greater. Still the real estate 
pays about 835 per cent. of the taxes. 
The trouble is that the assessors are 
unable to locate the personal property. 
On the books, they now find less than 
two-thirds of the personal property 
that was listed thirty years ago. Which 
is fine for the owner of personal prop- 
erty, but hard for the possessor of 


real estate. 


In making an estimate of the State 
r@enues under the new plan, the com- 
mission finds that $2,575,000 will be de- 
rived through the present system, 
slightly modified, including the poll 
tax, inheritance tax, insurance taxes 


and fees, official fees of various of- 
eo

From suggested new sources there 
would be derived $6,805,000, apportioned 
as follows: Steam and electric roads, 
$3,800,000; express companies, $120, —

This would make a total State yo 
nue, from all sources, of $9,390,000. 

CORPORATIONS IT. 

One of the odd features of the pro- 
posal to change the system of taxation

Their 4 — 
objection has concerned the tage 
of gross earnings that they would have 
to pay to the State, They natural 
would like to have this pereentage as 
low as possible.

As a matter of fact, it is said they 
prefer a reasonable tax on their gross 
earnings to the present system, under 
which they are the victims of the 
whims of fifty-seven assessors in as 
many counties throughout the State. 
Instead of being obliged to keep an 
eye and a purse open in every county 

see that an acceptable assessor is 

minated and elected, they can cen- 
tralize their efforts on the election of 
tne right kind of State Board of Equal- 
ization. Even here, it will not make 
so much difference, for their rate of 
taxation will remain practically the 
same from year to year. The old axiom 
that death and taxes are certain will 
apply with More force to them, with 
the qualification that the rate of taxa- 
tion will be more certain than at pres-

OV. GILLETT RINGS TRUE. 

Gov. Gillett’s ‘action on the bills 
passed up to him by the recent Legis- 
lature gives an excellent measure of 
the man in the executive chair. It 
should satisfy even those sore-heads 
who ever have been anxious to find 
fault with him. It is not too much to 
Say that he has met fully the ex- 
pectations of those who from the 
Start have been his staunch sup- 
porters. 

Without fear or favor, he has signed 
bills that he ought to have signed, 
and he has vetoed bills that ought 
to have been vetoed. He has faced 
every question squarely, has weighed 
each one fairly and has made his de- 
cisions with determination There 
has been no. wobbling; he has not 
been known to waver. 

With hundreds of bills before him, 
and with only a brief time in which 
to give them consideration, he may 
have made mistakes; but it is safe to 
say that they have been few. 

As the court of last resort, the 
Governor sat in judgment on the work 
of the Legislature. He approved 
many important and good measures; 
he prevented many pernicious bills 
from becoming laws. His veto mes- 


‘sages that reached the Legislature be- 


fore its adjournment were sustained 


in every instance; the handy pocket 


veto did the rest. 

Short shrift was given to iniquitous 
legislation that was promoted by 
union-labor agitators and passed by 
spineless legislators, who truckled 
shamelessly to the totemites and gave 
them everything they esked. Were 
the Governor a demagogue and not a 
man of independent thought and ac- 
tion, many vicious union-labor meas- 
ures would have become laws. 

First to meet the disapproval of the 
Chief Executive was the bill intro- 
duced jointly by Senator Savage of 
San Pedro and Assemblyman O’Brien 
of Sacramento, arbitrarily fixing $3 a 
day as the minimum compensation of 
unskilied laborers on public work, 
from janitors to water-passers. This 
was the pet measure of the “bad In- 
dian” from the harbor town. It met a 
just fate. . 

The Governor 
aimed to prevent women from work- 
ing more than eight hours a day. It 
would have cut down the earnings of 
thousands who engage in light em- 
ployment, even those who work in 
the fruit orchards and packing-houses. 
This union-laborite measure was par- 
ticularly objectionable to horticultur- 
ists. In the various stages of the fruit 
industry women sometimes are 
obliged to work twelve hours a day 
for several days at a time, though 
not having any work at all for several 
days succeeding. 2 


eight-hour day for employés of street 
railroads. Investigation proved that 
it was desired by only a fraction 
of the total number of such em- 
ployés in. the State—those who in the 
past have engaged in strikes and law- 
lessness in San Francisco, Street car 
men in other cities declared they 
wanted no such law. . 

Other “labor-union” bills to meet 
disapproval include those providing 
for boards of examiners for barbers 
and for horseshoers, measures de- 
signed by the Tveitmoes and Me- 
Carthys to restrict the number of 
men engaged in such industries by 
limiting the number of apprentices 
and by barring honest and capable 
workmen who might wish to come 
here from other States. 

The laborite attempt to repeal the 
law that makes it unlawful to entice 
seamen to desert also was frustrated 
by the Governor, although it went 
through the Legislature with a rush. 
The present law has prevented the 
San Francisco strikers from effectu- 
ally tying up shipping, and they 
wanted leeway. 

The Times again asks what would 
have happened if the union-labor 
candidate for Governor, Mr. Bell, for 
whom some of our kindergarten jour- 
nalists shouted so loudly, had been 
elected? All these pernicious union-

At more or less regular intervals, 
somebody discovers the Big Tejunga 
and has visions of damming the cafion 
and selling to the city the water that 
sinks into the wash and constitutes 
the larger portion of the underground 
flow of the Los Angeles River. That 
preposterous scheme bobs up every 
little while, and it is about due to ap- 
pear again. 

Korn River, the Mojave, Big Rock 
Creek, the San Gabriel and all the 
rest of the impossible and inexpedi- 
ent projects are being brought to the 
front by ignorant or obstructive 
schemers.

STATE DIVISION IMPRACTICABLE. 


Hon. Frank H. Short, the Fresno Attorney, Clinches His Position. 


FRESNO, March 22.—[To the Editor originally 


of The Times:] In the language of one 


„ot the editors of the Sunny Southland. 


I seem “to habe butted up against 
trouble galore’ when I submitted my 
article showing the difficulties and ob- 
jections to State division, recently pub- 
lished In The Times. 

Judge Noyes of Riverside, among 
others, has submitetd a courtedus, 
carefully-considered article in the Ex- 
press, trying to show that the lan- 
guage of the constitutional provision 
quoted in my letter is capable of a dif- 
ferent construction than that which I 
have placed upon it. 

My position is, however, that the 

ge requires no construction. It 
is plain, direct and specific. 

It prohibits the erection of any new 
State within the jurisdiction of any 
other State, and it permits ew States 
to be created only out of the territory 
of two or more States by the consent 
of the Legislature of each of the 
States affected and of Congress, and 
not otherwise. 

I think we of the legal profession 
are inclined sometimes to borrow dif- 
ficulties and to engage in the con- 
struction of language where no con- 
struction is called for. .The framers of 
the Constitution of the United States 
certainly proved themselves masters of 
clearness and brevity in the use of 
language, and when they completed 
their work in the form they did, I do 
not believe it is any more necessary 
to construe it in this Instance than it 
would be to construe the command- 
ment, “Thou shalt not steal.” Obvi- 
ously, however, if the question should 
ever become an actual instead of an 
academic one; the question of construc- 
tion would be for the courts, not the 
lawyers, to decide, 

Judge Noyes’s article, however, is 
mildness itself in comparison with an 
article submitted in the Express by 
Bascom A. Stephens.“ In the lan- 
guage the same editor above referred 
to, Mr. Stephens “not only ridicules 
his (my) exposition of tae Constitu- 
tion, but proves from history that in 
seven. distinct instances new States 
have been carved out of existing States 
since the Constitution was adopted,” 
ete. The specific instances cited by 
Mr. Stephens are as follows: 

Kentucky from Virginia, 1788. 

Tennessee from North Carolina, 1790. 

Vermont from New York, 1790. 

Alabama from Georgia, 1804. 

Mississippi from Georgia, 1904 

Maine from Massachusetts, 1819. 

West Virginia from Virginia, 1861. 

After citing these instanees, Mr. 
Stephens again returns to the charge 
in the following lancuaget 

“Is it possible that all these State 
divisions were illegal, especially when 
five of them, namely Kentucky, Ten- 
nesseee, Vermont, Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi, were cut out of tae old States 
while a majority of the founders of 
the republic were yet alive? And there 
was not one word of protest from them 
that these several acts of State divi- 
sions were illegal. Many of them were 
active promoters of the several State 
divisions. Is it not singular that it 
was left for some latter-day lawyers 
to assert, in view of these indisputable 
facts of history, that State division is 
illegal? Is a lawyer fully equipped 
when he is deficient in history?“ 

In the not far distant past I would 
have arisen with some alacrity to de- 
fend myself against the above quoted 
reflections upon my equipment as a 
lawyer and my deficiency in historical 
knowledge, but some years of elimina- 
tion of self-conceit have left me where 
I am inclined to plead guilty, not only 
for myself, but for a great majority 
of my professional brethren, to a lack 
of full equipment and profound learn- 
Ing, or perhaps more properly to ex- 
press ft, understanding in the legal 
profession. I have, however, taken 
some incidental pride in my familiar- 
ity with at least the more preminent 
landmarks of history, and am still m- 
clined somewhat to defend myself 
against the accusation of extraordinary 
ignorance of the record of past events. 
it is undoubtedly true that if all of 
Mr. Setphens’s ‘historical monuments 
existed, as he assumes they do, that 
they would not prove much, if any- 
thing, as to the law in dispute, but, 
quite unfortunately for Mr. Stephens 
and his somewhat exaggerated assump- 
tion of superior knowledge, his his- 
tory was evidently derived from a 
study of a few colored maps of the 
colonial period, and not any deep re- 
search into the real historical events 
to wnich he refers with such superior 
assurance.

Vermont formed a constitution and 
proclaimed its independence in 1777, 
and was admitted to the Union in 1791,” 
and not in 1790, as stated. 

Alabama appears to have been ceded

Just 
where Mr. Stephens gets his historical 
data to the effect that Alabama was 
erect.] from Georgia in 1804, I will not 
be able to explain from any historical 
knowledge derived from any source, al- 
though it might be ascertained by his- 
torical research that Georgia set up 
some kind of a claim to the territory 
afierwards formed into the State of 
Alabama and ceded or watwed this 
claim to the United States in 1804. 
Mississippi was, as a territory, “ceded 
by France to Great Britain in 1763, part 
was ceded to the United States in 1732 
and the remainder was acquired in 1811. 
Mississippi territory was organized in 
1798 and the State was admitted to the 
Union in 1817," and not in 1804 from 
Georgia, as stated by Mr. Stephens. 
Maine, from a superficial examina- 
tien, would seem to come more nearly 
under Mr. Stephens's category than any 
other mentioned. It is true ‘that Maine 
was merged in the province of Massa- 
chusetts Bay. It never appears, how- 
ever, to have been recognized as a part 
of the State of Massachusetts. “‘A pe- 
tition for the separation of the District 
of Maine was presented to the Massa- 
chusetts, Legisiature in 1816,” and its 
pet‘tien tor separation was granted by 
action of the State of Massachusetts” 
and after this séverance of interest and 
without ever having apparently been 
regarded as a part of the State of 
Massachusetts, Maine was admitted 
tu the Union in 1820 and not in 1819, as 


‘sugested by Mr. Stephens. 


The matters above referred to are 
matters of common historical knowl- 
edge. The direct data, however, from 
which the statements are made can 
mostly be found in the Centu Dic- 
tionary, Volume nine, under 12 
Names. 

As a reciter of historical events, Mr. 
Stephens appears to have succeeded in 
preserving his consistency by being al- 
ways wrong, and a study of the pro-
